\oluntary suppression of the news ol the 
Moskovitz kidnapping for 66 hours until 
he was located and rescued, was a rernaik- 
able achievement. No one know> better than 
a newspaperman how unptetedentcd it is. 
Picture four major metropolitan papers 
who daih battle each other for the readers’ 
interest; hundreds of newsmen whose func­ 
tion it is to get the news and see that it ap­ 
pears in their paper first. 
Take one of the biggest news stories which 
has hit San Francisco since the earthquake. 
And try to imagine the lour newspapers, 
plus the wire ".em us radio and television 
stations agreeing not to print it. 1 he lact 
that they did is truly remarkable. 
We are expecting no ciedit and can dis­ 
cuss the matter with detachment because 
the Independent Joinnal was not involved. 
We were not one of the newspapers which 
was in on the secret. Frankly, we are happy 
that this was so, for we ate not sute we 
would have been cooperative. 


However, we find ourselves on the side­ 
lines like the football coach who sec> his 
team go into a pass formation on fouith 
down and 30 vatds to go; then sees the 
pass completed for a touchdown. 1 hat one 
time it worked, but he wouldn’t recommend 
it as a regular practice. 


This time the police scored a touchdown. 
Whether the silence of the press had any­ 
thing to do with it i\ questionable at best. 
1 his time the ending was happv. But sup­ 
pose this had been the Greenlcase case where 
the victim alreadv was dead. Silence might 
well have given the kidnappers time to es­ 
cape. 1 hen there are other cases where kid­ 
nap victims have been recovered as a result 


o f newspaper stories. 


In examining this conspiracy of silence, it 
is terrible to think what might happen if 
the newspapers would agree to all remain 
silent on something which would react to 
the detriment of the general public. This 
situation actualiv exists in countries which 
have a contioiled press. 
Happily in this countrv of a free press, 
*uch a situation is unthinkable. Even the 


worst critics of the press don’t damn every 
single newspaper. As long as one of them is 
printing the storv, the others are forced to 
do the same because of business competition. 
And as the police and crimináis alike know 
onlv too well, publicity is crime's worst 
enemy. 


Wc of the I-J face a similar situation often. 
Officials, police, 
individuals, and groups 
sometimes come to us asking that we with­ 
hold information for a variety o f reasons. 
Practically they are asking us to agree to a 
one-paper censorship of the news, because 
they know that in this county we are the 
only daily and if we don’t carry it, it quite 
likclv can be kept out of print. Our answer 
is invariably the sam e-if it’s news, we will 
print it: if it’s not news, we vyon’t. 
We tip our hats to the San Francisco 
brotherhood which in this particular case 
decided on merits of the case that the best 
thing to do was to remain silent. And we 
marvel that they were successful. 
We urgenth request them to think many 
times over before again agreeing to withhold 
from the public the news it rightfully should 
have. And we caution police and others in 
San Francisco or elsewhere, that the Mosko­ 
vitz case will set no precedent for future be­ 
havior.

Battle Is 


Distorted

Now th a t Congress is contro­ 
versially at work trying to amend 
the law, the role of the T aft- 
Hartley Act in both labor rela­ 
tions and political relations is 
being distorted out of all per­ 
spective. It is being distorted a t 
three significant points: 
1 — The i n- 
s t a n t dispute 
over the pro­ 
posal 
to r e ­ 
quire a govern- 
m e n t - super-1 
. vised s e c r e t , 
strike vote has. 
given the w hole 
set of proposed 
changes in the] 
law 
an 
anti- 
union appear-1 
a nee which the facts do not jus­ 
tify. 


2—The passion to amend the 
act — on the part of labor and 
m anagem ent alike—is out of ail 
proportion to the significance of 
the amendments. This doesn’t 
m ean th at am endm ent is not de­ 
sirable, th at the law’ cannot be 
improved. It is desirable: 
the 
law can be improved. It does 
m ean that, in term s of either 
the improvement or the deteri­ 
oration of labor-m anagem ent re­ 
lations a t the plant level, the 
am endm ents are quite unim port­ 
ant. That, a t least, is the view of 
the detached labor m anagem ent 
specialists who have 
no 
other 
motive than to get a t the facts. 
3—Finally, the professionals on 
the side of both labor and m an­ 
agement are still fighting a polit­ 
ical battle which makes the con­ 
troversy over 
the amendm ents 
seem far more urgent than it is 
in reality. 


THE EXPERTS consider this 
am endm ent controversy 
to 
be 
legally a "battle of the profes­ 
sions.” Each side has a vested 
interest either in all-out opposi­ 
tio n to T aft-H artley or all-out 
support which has little rela­ 
tionship to actual labor-m an­ 
agement relations at the working 
level. 


The professional union leaders, 
having branded the act a “slave 
labor law” for political reasons, 
are still unrealistically dem and­ 
ing its repeal despite the fact 
th a t there is little evidence t« 
show th at the workers them ­ 
selves consider it a “slave labor 
law" or find it so in operation. 


THE 
PROFESSIONAL m an­ 
agement leaders, having exag­ 
geratedly defended Taft-H artley 
against 
exaggerated 
criticism, 
are putting a degree of steam be­ 
hind tightening the act which, 
in the judgm ent of the special­ 
ists, will not be reflected in bet­ 
ter labor relations, in better col­ 
lective bargaining, or in fewer 
strikes. 
And the professional politicians 
are caught in the middle and 
find it difficult to decide which 
side to choose. Their competition 
is primarily with the union lead­ 
ership for, while the union lead­ 
ers are almost unanimously anti- 
Republican, the Eisenhower ad­ 
m inistration is seeking labor sup­ 
port over the heads of the labor 
leaders. 


T H E 
MODERATE 
changes 
proposed 
in 
the 
T aft-H artley 
Act, which on balance make the 
law more flexible, are. in part, 
the A dm inistration’s bid for labor 
support. 
In the election Gen. Eisenhow­ 
er batted nearly zero in winning 
the endorsement of the union 
leaders. B ut when it came to the 
organized 
workers 
themselves, 
the general won about two out

The outlook now* is that the 
proposal to require a govern­ 
ment-supervised 
secret

weeks, probably longer, and th a t 
in the view of those who are par­ 
tisan to neither side, it just isn’t 
worth it. 


THE PROPOSAL rests, in part, 
on the premise th at there are 
intim idation and fraud in the 
votes which the union leaders 
take on strike issues. It also rests 
on the proposition that if a se­ 
cret vote were held by the gov­ 
ernm ent, the union membership 
would 
often 
refuse 
to 
follow 
union leadership and th at there 
would be fewer strikes. 
T hat is the sincere 
view? 
of 
m any employers. The 
govern­ 
ment-sponsored strike vote pro­ 
posal w as put into the President's 
m ’ssage at the insistence of Sec­ 
retary 
of 
Commerce 
Sinclair 
Weeks. 
But when the 
Senate 
Labor 
Commiuee starts taking testi­ 
mony. it will develop th at there 
is a division within the Admin­ 
istration on this m atter. 


SECRETARY of Labor Jam es 
P. Mitchell is known to feel th a t 
at best the proposed strike-vote 
plan is unim portant and poten­ 
tially hurtful. 
The Adm inistration would like 
to get the Taft-H artley am end­ 
m ents out of the way this ses­ 
sion, but it realizes th at its stand­ 
ing with labor will depend on 
what it does to sustain prosperity 
and employment in the face of 
even a mild recession.

Richard, over to the D epartm ent 
of Professional and Vocational 
Standards to be interviewed for 
the $505 per m onth job of adm in­ 
istrative assistant. 
The post, incidentally, is ex­ 
empt from the provisions of the 
state civil service law. The direc­ 
tor of the departm ent a t the time 
was N. J. Morrissey, newly ap­ 
pointed by Governor Knight. 


MORRISSEY, under the im ­ 
pression th at the governor knew 
all about the m atter, put young 
Alderman on the payroll, where 
he remained until last Monday 
night when he resigned co-inci­ 
dent with the leaving 
of 
his 
father. 
“I have stated repeatedly,” the 
governor said in his second state­ 
m ent, “th at my adm inistration 
m ust have rigid economy, and 
here my executive secretary asked 
one of my departm ent heads th a t 
a position of assistant to the di­ 
rector be created and had his 
son appointed w ithout the knowl­ 
edge and experience to qualify 
him for the job. 
"The director believed th at I 
knew all about ir I want it crys­ 
tal clear th at I knew nothing 
about it.” 


T H E 
GOVERNOR 
admitted 
putting in a tape recorder to ob­ 
tain a transcript of his last dis­ 
cussion with Alderman, but said 
th at Alderman knew the conver­ 
sation was being recorded. The 
tape recorder, his secretaries said, 
has been removed from the gov­ 
ernor’s office. 


There have been indications 
for some time th a t Alderman and 
the governor have clashed on 
m atters of policy. 


First indication 
came 
when 
Capitol News Service asked Al­ 
derman. formerly of Ross, w heth­ 
er or not John Synon of Mill 
Valley would be appointed to a 
position in the governor’s office. 
“Synon will never get a job in 
this office," Alderman replied. 


ONLY A FEW DAYS later, 
K night announced th at he had 
appointed Synon as one of his 
secretaries. Synon assisted Knight 
in his last campaign for lieuten­ 
ant-governor. 
The governor gave as his rea­ 
son for not giving out the entire 
story at his press conference last 
Tuesday, the fact th at he had no 
desire to em barrass Alderman. 
K night pointed out th at his sec­ 
retary’s departure from the of­ 
fice was “not political, but per­ 
sonal.”

U.S. Has 


Its Budget 


Troubles 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK UP) — Uncle Sam 
—just like many American fam i­ 
lies—is having budget troubles. 
Like many an American fam i­ 
ly. his income may shrink some 
in the coming year. Like most 
Americans, he finds it hard to 
cut down as much as he’d like 
on the things th at cost him 
money. 
It appears th a t once again, 
like many an American family, 
he'll have to go a little bit fur­ 
ther into debt. 


TAX COLLECTIONS 
in 
thft 
next few m onths are going to be 
whopping. But after 
June 
15, 
they’re going to be pretty slim 
pickings. 
One reason is th at corpora­ 
tions must pay 90 per cent of 
their income taxes by June 15. 
The taxes they will be paying 
will be on their earnings in 1953. 
And 
for many 
a 
corporation 
1953 profits were quite high. 
Many of them will have to pay 
both the regular 52 per cent in­ 
come tax and also whatever ex­ 
tra they owe in exces.s profits 
taxes. 
The present Treasury deficit, 
close to 10 billion dollars, should 
fall to around three billion by the 
end of June, most financial ex­ 
perts feel. 
The Treasury feels th at in the 
fiscal year starting July 1, 1954 
collections will be off arouni five 
billion dollars from this year. 


THERE ARE TWO reasons for 
th a t—one happy for the taxpay­ 
er and the other not so happy. 
Taxes were cut Jan. 1 on in­ 
dividual incomes for 1954. The 
excess profits tax died then, too. 
And 
some 
50,000 
corporations 
won't be paying a total of better 
than a billion dollars into the 
Treasury. 
If Congress doesn’t renege, the 
ordinary corporation income tax 
rate will drop to 47 per cent 
from its present 52 per cent on 
April 1. 
Some argue th a t the Treasury 
may not take as much of & 
beating from these drops In the 
tax rates as it fears. 
They contend th at the drop in 
corporation taxes will act as an

hence Treasury income. 


THEY ALSO point out th at 
the drop In individual income 
tax rates will give the ordinary 
guy a little more take-hom e pay. 
W ith it he can buy more, if he 
chooses, and thus stimulate bus­ 
iness, help it to make more prof­ 
its on which to pay taxes, and 
maybe stave off for himself a 
layoff a t the plant which would 
cut his taxable income. 
The not so happy reason the 
Treasury looks for smaller col­ 
lections next year is the general 
feeling th at business won’t be 
as good as last, th at unemploy­ 
m ent will be higher, work weeks 
shorter, and individual and cor­ 
porate incomes generally small­ 
er. There won’t 
be 
so 
much 
money around for the Treasury 
to tax. 
The national income started to 
slip last summer, the D epartm ent 
of Commerce 
reports. 
It 
was 
running about 2 '2 billion dollars 
smaller, at an annual rate, than 
in the spring. 


MANY OBSERVERS look for 
a further dip in national income 
this year. If it dips very much 
the Treasury will soon find its 
head poking through the present 
national debt ceiling. 
But others are just as confi­ 
dent that all this pessimism is 
overdone. They think business 
will pick up shortly after the 
present 
inventory 
adjustm ent, 
believe the Treasury may do bet­ 
ter than it thinks, even under 
the new lower tax rates. 
A few feel th at Uncle Sam may 
not have to break through th at 
275 billion dollar 
debt 
ceiling 
after all.

For 
years surgeons “dreamed” of cor­ 
recting defects within the heart 
but until science discovered a way 
to “shut off” the blood flow with­ 
out adverse effects, heart surgery 
was only undertaken on “long 
chances”. The operation was tedi­ 
ous and complex and there was 
only one chance in a hundred the 
patient would survive the ordeal. 
Today, the heart surgeon stated, 
operations are frequently recom­ 
mended and the degree of safety 
is high.

Losses from the sale'or exchange 
of property are not deductible un­ 
less they are incurred in trade 
or business or in transactions en­ 
tered into for profit. 
For instance: A gain on the sale 
of your personal automobile w’ould 
be taxed, while a loss on the sale 


of your personal auto would not 
be deductible. 
Allowable losses from sales or 
exchanges of capital assets are 
deductible only to the extent of 
1953 gains from such sales or ex­ 
changes; plus your adjusted gross 
income computed without regard 
to capital gains or losses, or $1,000 
whichever is the lower. 
If your capital losses exceed 
your capital gains by more than 
$1,000 and you are married, then 
consider filing separate returns. 
You and your wife can both take 
$1,000 per year in capital losses 
instead of being limited to one 
deduction of $1.000. 
The excess of your allowable 
losses over your allowable deduc­ 
tion for 1953 is your "capital loss 
carry-over.” It may be carried 
forward and used against any 
capital gain and income of the 
next five suceeding years. How­ 
ever, the capital loss carry-over 
of each year should be kept sep­ 
arate, since the law lirfiits the 
use of such carry-over to the five 
succeeding years. 
Your capital gains and losses 
are reported on separate Sched­ 
ule D of the tax return form. 
Your long term capital gains and 
losses 
are 
offset 
100% 
against 
your short term capital gains and 
losses in finding your net taxable 
or deductible capital gains and 
losses. 
This year the maximum tax col­ 
lectable on a long term capital 
gain is 26% of the total gain. 
However, this does not interest 
you unless your net taxable in­ 
come is in excess of $14,000 on a 
separate return or $28,000 on a 
joint return. Otherwise your tax is 
actually less than 26%.

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Camera Fans Find Miniature 
Photography Easy To Shoot 


MARIN POETS' CORNER

Miniature photography in the 
35mm field has a staunch band 
of 
devotees 
while 
it shows 
a 
steady 
increase 
in 
popularity 
with camera fans in general. The 
latter 
trend 
reflects 
the 
fans’ 
discovery of 35mm color slides 
with 
its 
comparative 
ease 
in 
shooting and showing. 
As a re­ 
sult, more and more photograph­ 
ers are acquiring a second 35mm 
cam era 
exclusively 
for 
color 
slides but rely on another cam era 
with a larger negative size for 
black-and-white shooting. 
However, the staunch devotees 
know that there is no limit to the 
capabilities of good 35mm cam ­ 
eras in all fields of photography 
when properly handled. 
Inevi­ 
tably some of the color slide fans 
will be tempted to explore other 
potentials of their 35mm cam ­ 
eras. For them, and for all users 
of miniature cameras, there is 
now available a comprehensive 
compilation of information, guid­ 
ance and inspiration in a new 
book by Jacob Deschin, “35mm 
Photography,” published by Cam­ 
era Craft <95 Minna Street, San 
Francisco, Calif., $5). 
Deschin, photography editor for 
the New York Sunday Times, is 
a prolific 
magazine 
writer, 
a 
practicing 
photographic 
judge 
and 
critic and 
author 
of 
ten 
other photographic books. 
The new book analyzes what 
35mm photography is from the 
photographer's mental approach 
through the tools he uses and 
the 
processes 
necessary 
to 
achieve the final results. 
In the 
book are 70 pictures by 55 major 
photographers which show what 
35mm photography can do. 
Here's the author's blueprint 
of the subject: 1. The Approach 
—photographer’s 
attitude 
in 
terms of the m iniature medium. 
2. T ilt Camera 
miniature char­ 
acteristics and classification of 
types. 
3. The Means 
mechanics 
of lens, film and exposure. 
4. 
The Method—routine of hand­ 
ling and using the camera. 
5. 
Techniques—light sources, color, 
candids and close-ups. 
6. The 
Process -converting the exposed 
film into negatives and prints.

* 
W HERE 
NECESSARY, 
step- 
by-step routines are spelled out 
in detail to simplly understand­ 
ing. 
This is the case in opera­ 
tions such as the full sequence 
of steps in handling the camera 
from loading to rewinding; and 
in developing 35mm film. 
The 
serious 35mm worker of today 
eventually learns that the pro­ 
cess of developing and printing 
his film is part and parcel of the 
creative act shooting. 
W hat he 
says in his picture is important 
and how he says it is almost 
equally important. 
The 
how 
in this case is conveyed by prop­ 
er processing and printing tech­ 
niques. 
However, 
Deschin says, 
good 
technique, while exacting, jieed 
not be as forbidding as some 
35mm practitioners would make 
it appear. 
The basic steps are 
the same for the sparetime base­ 
ment worker as for the elaborate 
lab fanatic, with no secret de­ 
velopers or methods. 
Better fa­ 
cilities make it more convenient 
and faster, of course, but should 
not alter the results if all the 
instructions are followed prop­ 
erly. 
Though 
most 
photographers 
develop their films according to 
standard "time and temperature’’ 
charts according to the type of 
film 
and 
the 
developer 
used, 
many 35mm workers manipulate 
the developiug process to "push 
film speed" or to achieve cer­ 
tain effects. 
This can be done 
intelligently if certain principles 
of

than fast film. 
F ast film has a 
relatively longer contrast range 
so must be developed longer to 
achieve adequate contrast.

Low subject contrast calls 
for a slow or medium speed film 
and. or an increase in develop­ 
ing time above the normal to 
produce a negative with adequate 
printing contrast.

ket so that claims for pushing 
rated film speed of 125 to the 
1000 mark are common today. In 
almost 
every 
case, 
a 
gain 
of 
speed is accompanied by a loss 
in other values; usually it's in­ 
creased graininess. 
This quest for speed, and yet 
more speed, typifies the 35mm 
workers’ relentless efforts to en­ 
large still further the area for 
shooting

But as Deschin emphasizes, there 
are principles behind the tech­ 
niques.

even trickier. 
It seems th at one of the short 
cuts (or “ trade secrets ’* of some

Gardners Can Still Plant 
Ranunculus And Anemones

Garden Columnist 
Bing Crosby’s 13th A n n u a l 
Coll Tournament for charity at 
Pebble Beach was a howling suc­ 
cess. 
Not being a real golf en­ 
thusiast, I salved my conscience 
by saying 1 should go down 
there "and check up on the turf” 
Just for story angles for general 
home garden advice. 
But having once arrived there, 
I ’ll have to confess the color, 
the big names, and the general 
glamour made me 
forget 
my 
original purpose. 
So, about all 
I can report now is th at the 
greens were in excellent con­ 
dition—a wonderful tribute to 
the men who keep the turf in 
good condition all year long. 
One lesson I did bring home 
•Pities to any greenthumber’s 
lawn: now th at the rainy sea­ 
son is hear, check over the lawn 
and i n s p e c t those low spots 
where rains seem to stand in 
puddles. 
Prolonged periods of 
soaked and soggy soil are just 
as bad for turf as other plant 
m aterials in the garden. Install 
a tile drain, if necessary, to drain 
off such spots. 
Also, this is a pretty good time 
to give lawns a general winter 
feeding. 
The rains will carry 
the food down to the roots no 
m atter whether you are using 
a dry chemical type, slow-acting 
bonemeal, or one of the good 
dependable 
non-burning 
liquid 
fish fertilizers. 
PACKAGED ROSES 
good or 
bad? 
Whenever serious rusari­ 
ans get together, the argum ent 
w a x e s hot 
and 
heavy 
over 
whether packaged roses are as 
good as those kept moist in peat 
or sawdust in bins at the dealers. 
Editor Walt Keller’s current 
issue of the Utah Rose Society’s 
Rosette, has a fine story with 
the general subject of why roses 
should be planted early. 
The 
same yarn also supports the the­ 
ory that packaged roses aren’t 
worth a darn if they have been 


allowed to dry out too long at 
the dealers. 
A. E. Alberta is the author 
of the story, which points out 
that ‘‘a plant has two parts, its 
roots and top, and th at part 
of the plant will grow where 
tem perature is most favorable. 
Bottom heat in the soil will en­ 
courage root growth, while the 
aerial part stands still. 
Warm 
air will cause top growui even 
though roots are not yet es­ 
tablished. 


A ROSE PLANT out of the 
ground that loses, its water con­ 
tent below a certain level is 
greatly devitalized. A large per­ 
c e n t a g e of the sieve tubes 
through which the fluids move 
are constricted or closed. Desic­ 
cation of plant tissue can occur 
In a great many ways: Harvested 
when ground is too dry; roots, 
tops or both not well protected 
in winter storage; tem perature 
too high or too low in storage; 
loss of moisture in shipping.” 
So the moral is this: Check 
your rases carefully when you 
buy them. Try to select only 
those with plump canes. 
How­ 
ever, even dried up roses can 
often be saved by burying the 
whole plant in moist earth for 
four or five days. 
This causes 
them to plump up, and then 
they should be planted out im- 
mediaately. 


IT ALL ADS up to the fact 
that you should be sure to buy 
good quality stock, rather than 
“bargain” stuff, and plant early. 
Undoubtedly rases will still be 
offered in the bare-root stage 
for another 60 days; however, 
now is the time to set them out. 
There are literally hundreds of 
varieties from which to choose. 
One way of making sure you get 


a choice variety, is to select 
one that has been honored as 
an All-American winner. 
You 
can’t go wrong if you plant such 
champions as the pink flori­ 
bunda Lilibet, or the apricot- 
colored hybrid tea Mojave, the 
Í954 
winners. 
Your 
planting 
list need not be confined to All- 
America. winners, however. Don't 
overlook such good bets as Sun 
Valley, fade-proof yellow; Car­ 
rousel, almost - always-in-bloom 
vivid red floribunda and many 
others. 


Good news for tardy gardeners. 
Ranunculus and Anemones can 
still be planted for spring bloom 
from flat growrn plants that will 
do every bit as well as if they 
had been fall planted in the 
garden. This little bit of magic 
IS made possible by commercial 
growers who hold back a portion 
of their crop each year to accom­ 
modate the gardener who prefers 
spring p l a n t i n g of these two 
grand garden items. 


RANUNCULUS, besides being 
one of the showiest of spring 
garden flowers, is a fine cut 
ilower. 
A lew plants should be 
set out lor this specific purpose. 
Cut the flowers early in the 


morning, selecting the stems th at 
hold flower.1 just half open. 
A 
week to ten days of dazzling 
bloom should be the reward. 
Soil for Ranunculus and Ane­ 
mones should be loose and fri­ 
able sandy soil is ideal. A pinch 
ol fertilizer beneath each plant 
as it is set is beneficial although 
not as, necessary as with lall 
planted bulbs. 
Depth of plant­ 
ing varies with tyi>e ol sod. 
Sandier soils require a deeper 
setting ol the plant. 
Generally 
Ranunculus should be set about 
two inches and Anemones about

AS SOON as the voung tree is 
brought home from the nursery 
and planted, the top should be 
cut back to 24 - 30 inches from 
the ground to compensate for the 
loss of roots during transplant­ 
ing. From the numerous small 
side branches the 
three 
most 
evenly spaced around the trunk 
of the tree and having 6-8 inches 
between 
them 
at 
the 
trunk 
should be retained as the pri­ 
mary scaffold limbs. During the 
next 
growing 
season 
lateral 
branches will develop on the pri­ 
mary scaffolds and at least two 
on each primary scaffold should 
be retained as secondary scaf­ 
folds. 


YOUNG TREES should be in­ 
spected at least once a year and 
all undesirable 
growth 
pruned j 
out: (a) weaker narrow crotches, 
<b) whorls of branches at one 
point should be reduced to one 
leader, cc) double and multiple 
leaders, <d> all 
water 
sprouts 
and 
branches 
in 
undesirable 
places. 
The lighter the pruning can be 
kept and still perform the neces­ 
sary training, the 
sooner 
the 
tree will come into full bearing.

Planted in rows, beds or special 
barrels, strawberries will thrive 
and 
produce 
abundantly 
year 
after year, once established. They 
are easy to maintain, too. 
Straw berries p r e f e r a good, 
sunny location and loosely work­ 
ed, well-fertilized loam. 
Select 
an open planting site away from 
large trees or shrubs, whose roots 
tend to rob the soil of plant food 
moisture. 
Strawberries are gross feeders 
and must be kept well-watered 
and fertilized. 


PREPARE the ground by spad­ 
ing 
and 
thoroughly 
trenching 
in some well-rotted m anure or 
peat mixed with a commercial 
fertilizer. 
If your soil is heavy, 
use plenty of humus to lighten 
it. 
One ol the soil conditioners 
will keep the soil loose lor sev­ 
eral years, aiding the librous 
loots to spread easily. 


Strawberries planted in rows, 
should be planted in double rows 
— that is two rows six inches 
ap art—and the dual rows placed 
18 i n c h e s irom one-another. 
Trenches can then be made for 
through irrigation. Set the plants 
th* mselves, twelve inches apart 
in the rows. 


IE PLANTED in beds, straw­ 
berries should be spaced twelve 


inches each way. Make the beds 
just wide enough so th at you can 
reach half-way across from each 
side when picking. 


Be sure to press eaeh plant's 
roots firmly into the soil—using 
a hand trowel, your hand or 
your heel. 
An application of 
hormone solution will prove use- 
inil in stimulating quick root 
and plant growth. Place a mulch 
• layer) of coarse wood shavings 
around the plants to protect the 
berries and keep them clean. 
A 
liquid fertilizer should be applied 
in the trenches every three or 
four weeks. 


If you are planning a straw ­ 
berry barrel, use rich, loose soil 
well-settled in the barrel be­ 
fore planting. 
Soil conditioners 
are especially valuable here, be­ 
cause they will keep the soil from 
hardening.

What started out as a remark 
over a cup of coffee, is turning 
into 
a 
spacious 
San Anselrno 
home 
designed 
by 
the 
world 
famous architect, Frank Uoyd 
Wright. 
It is a mission in life for 33- 
year-old Robert Berger, father 
of three, who is building the 
home in his spare time at an es­ 
timated cost of $15,000. 
The site is a 
sunny 
three- 
quarter acre hilltop area on Red­ 
wood road. At present only the 
central core of the house is un­ 
der construction — and that was 
started last year after years of 
anxiety and setbacks, including 
the gamble on whether Wright 
would design the home. The work 
is slow and progresses only as 
money is available. No regular 
lending agency will loan Berger 
money to finance the building. 


This summer Berger hopes to 
move his wife, Gloria, and three 
children to the site to “camp.” 
By saving rent money he hopes 
to have more funds to proceed 
with construction. By then he 
hopes the central core of the 
building will be finished so they 
can use the bathroom, kitchen 
and utility room it will contain. 
At 
present 
passersby 
are 
in­ 
trigued by the shape of the first 
construction which appears to be 
the 
beginning

water tank. 


AROUND this core Berger will 
build the rest of the house which 
will contain a continuous room

Jesu s 
asked h er for a d rin k of water. 
S h e was am azed because no Jew 
would ordinarily a d t a iavor of 
a S a m a rita n 


“How is it th a t thou, b**mg a 
Jew, Mkfist d rin k of tin*, w hich 
a m a w om an of S a m a ria ? ” she 
asked. Je su s’ answ er m u st have 
surprised h e r even more, for He 
said, “If thou knew est the gitt of 
G od, and w ho it us th a t s a ith to 
thee, Give Me to drink;

M arin’s parks and beaches are 
beautiful the year around. 
B e­ 
cause it's winter not many people 
so to the beaches, such as Shell 
Beach, depicted on today's Marin 
Magazine cover—but that doesn’t 
mean 
they 
are 
not 
in 
the 
thoughts of many persons. 


Conservationists 
and 
others 
working to preserve natural sites 
for the benefit of present and 
future generations think about 
them and do something to gnt 
them saved 
In 
fact, 
that 
is 
how Shell 
Beach came to be a part of the 
state park system. 
About ten years ago the Marin 
Conservation League became in­ 
terested in getting Shell beach 
put aside for public use. 
Price of the two coves and 185 
acres of surrounding land from 
Tamales Bay to Pierce 
Point 
road 
was $30,000. 
After con­ 
siderable work the league col­ 
lected $15,000. 
At the league’s 
request 
the County 
Board of 
Supefvisors voted to provide a 
matching fund and the land was 
purchased 
and 
called 
S h e l l 
Beach County Park. 


L A T E R through the efforts of 
conservationists the park became 
part of Tomales Bay State Park. 
The county gave Shell Beach 
as a “matching fund” while the 
state provided funds to buy ad­ 
joining land to include Indian 
Beach and Heart’s Desire Beach. 
At the same time the league, ttie 
Sierra club, and the county pro­ 
vided funds to acquire 35 acres 
for the new state park. 
Shell beach is reached by trail 
from 
a 
road 
off Sir 
Francis 
Drake highway just northwest >f 
Inverness. 
Parking spaces are 
provided for autos. 
IT IS FRAMED with cliffs and 
small sharp hills that are cov­ 
ered with a multitude of natural 
vegetation including the famous 
Bishop 
Pines. 
On 
one 
blutt 
overlooking 
one 
of 
the 
shell 
beach coves careless picnickers, 
seeking a 
way to the 
beach, 
have 
worn 
n e e d l e s s 
paths 


through the park. 
Because of 
this erosion set in but recently 
through the work of state park 
rangers small check dams have 
been 
constructed 
to 
stop 
de­ 
terioration. 


Recently also a foot bridge has 
been built to span the tidal flow 
which connects the pool behind 
the beach to Tomales Bay. 
The two other beaches, Indian 
and Heart’s Desire, are not easily 
acce.sMble at this time. 
In an­ 
other year the state hopes to 
have a new road built to them 
and to picnicking areas. 
These 
sheltered, lovely b e a c h e s are 
suitable for sun bathing and in 
the summer the water is warm 
and crowded with bathers. 
Thousands go to Shell every 
summer.

McCormick 
Mansion Is 
Now Relic 


C H ICAG O (U.R) — The ornate 
mansion built by Cyrus McCor­ 
mick, inventor of the reaper, is 
now a sad relic of a long-dead 
era. Its 
45 rooms are littered 
with trash, the 
windows 
are 
broken and the carved wood­ 
work hangs loosely from walls. 
Tramps and other habitues of 
the nearby Clark Street “skid 
row” sleep on the floors where 
Chicago’s 
high 
society 
once 
danced in gala soirees. The front 
door hangs open, giving the dere­ 
licts easy entry. Every window in 
the building is broken. 
McCormick spent several mil­ 
lion dollars to build the home 
and furnish it between 1874 and 
1879. It is located at 675 Rush 
street, once a “ silk stocking” dis­ 
trict that is now a street of night 
clubs. 
After McCormick’s death, his 
widow, the former Netty Fowler 
of Clayton, 
N .Y . , continued to 
live there as one of the town’s 
leading socialites 
and 
philan­ 
thropists. 
Now the rooms 
are 
littered 
with tin cans, milk cartons and 
whLky bottles. 
Two years ago, a development 
company planned to build a .2- 
story apartment building on the 
site at a cost of $2,000,000, offer­ 
ing 120 suites of three, four and 
five rooms. 
A receiver was named for the 
company, however, and the plans 
were tied up in court action. An 
architect who drew up plans for 
the new structure said his firm 
still hopes to see the building 
erected.
